When lukewarm add the soaked yeaat 
cake and set in a moderately warm 
place to sour, which should take from 
twelve to twenty-four hours. When it 
hubbies or smells quite sour, it is 
ready to be mixed with more meal, 
enough to roll out on a bread board. 
Then 'jut and place when It will dry.
